3. The former Cavalry Barracks in the western sector of Debrecen, just southeast 
of the Debrecen Vasarter railroad station, was used as a cooperative warehouse, 
although the installation was not damaged in World War II. 


Iu In the summer of 1951, the former Artillery Barracks on Szabadsag Street at 
the northeastern perimeter of Debrecen was being rehabilitated. Front and 
• rear of the installation were fenced by mesh wire and the two sides by concrete 
walls. It was said that the installation would be completed in October 1951. 
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5. The barracks installation on Hollo Janos Street, former Karoly Ference 
Street, which was heavily damaged by bombing in World War H, was also re- 
habilitated in the summer of 1951. 

6. Prior to early July 1951, no Soviet Army units were stationed in Debrecen. The
